A reorganization  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council,  as  voted  upon  by 

Copper  Money 
Given  to  BYU 
For  Research 

First  installment  on  a research 
grant  of  $50,000  was  presented  to 
Brigham  Young  University  Fri- 
day by  the  Kennecott  Copper 
Corporation. 

Presentation  of  the  check  for 
$12,500  was  made  to  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  by  F.  C. 
Green,  assistant  general  manager 
of  the  Utah  Copper  Division  of 
Kennecott  Corporation.  He  was 
accompanied  by  L.  J.  Farrer,  as- 
sistant to  the  comptroller  and 
Nelson  Aldrich,  public  relations 
director. 

Chemists  Present 

Also  representing  the  Univer- 
sity in  the  Provo  meeting  were 
Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher,  research 
director  and  acting  dean  of  the 
College  of  Physical  and  Engineer- 
ing Sciences,  and  Joseph  K.  Nich- 
oles, professor  of  chemistry. 

The  grant  will  be  transferred 
in  four  equal  payments  over  a 
period  of  four  years.  It  doubles 
the  $25,000  grant  given  the  Uni- 
versity in  1951  for  metallurgical 
research.  The  1951  grant  ended 
in  December  of  last  year. 

Grant  Brings  Results 

L.  F.  Pett,  general  manager  of 
the  Utah  Copper  Division,  said 
the  1951  grant  resulted  in  the 
development  of  one  project  with 
sufficient  potential  to  be  adopted 
by  the  Kennecott  Research  Cen- 
ter for  more  intensive  study. 

The  new  research  program  will 
be  a continuation  of  research 
developed  earlier  by  the  BYU 
chemists,  (1)  the  ascertaining 
of  the  catalytic  properties  of 
rhenium,  a metal  found  in  the 
copper  ore,  and  (2)  a microbio- 
logical method  for  removal  of 
sulphur  components  from  cop- 
per, rhenium,  and  molybdenum 
compounds  for  the  recovery  of 
the  metallic  elements. 

Student  to  Help 

First  phase  will  be  directed  by 
Dr.  H.  Smith  Broadbent  and  the 
second  phase  by  Dr.  Loren  Bry- 
ner  and  Dr.  Angus  U.  Blackham. 
Graduate  students  will  also  par- 
ticipate under  faculty  supervision 
and  will  be  able  to  work  out  mas- 
ter’s thesis  as  parts  of  these 
projects. 


the  group,  would  release  all  Ex- 
ecutive Council  members  (stu- 
dentbody officers)  from  Legis- 
lative Council  responsibilities. 
Only  Executive  Council  member 
remaining  in  Legislative  Council 
would  be  the  studentbody  presi- 
dent. 

Council  Chairman 

A chairman  would  be  selected 
by  the  Legislative  Council  to  pre- 
side over  the  group’s  sessions. 
This  would  relieve  the  student- 
body  president  of  the  burden  and 
responsibility  of  that  function, 
according  to  Jack  Zenger,  Associ- 
ated Men  Student  president,  who 
was  chairman  of  the  committee 
recommending  the  reorganiza- 
tion. 

The  group  also  approved  the 
proposed  amendment  which 
would  drop  some  representatives 
to  the  group  and  add  others. 

Student  publications  (newspa- 
per, yearbook,  magazine),  which 
now  has  five  representatives, 
would  only  be  allowed  two.  These 
would  be  the  Brigham  Young 
Universe  editor  and  one  other, 
the  motion  specified. 

Other  ex-officio  positions  on 
the  council  which  were  eliminat- 
ed were  Yell  King,  Women's  Ath- 
letic Intramural  Director,  and 
AFROTC  Cadet  Commander. 

Added  to  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil in  the  proposed  amendment 
were  the  four  class  vice  presi- 
dents. 

Less  Members 

If  amendments  are  approved 
by  the  studentbody  there  will  be 
34  members  in  the  Legislative 
Council.  These  will  include  1 Ex- 
ecutive Council  member,  4 class 
presidents,  4 class  vice  presid- 
ents, 9 class  representatives  (2 
from  each  class  and  1 graduate 
student),  2 publications  repre- 
sentatives, AMS  and  AWS  presi- 
dents, 7 organization  representa- 
tives (geographicals,  religious, 
social  musical,  honorary,  depart- 
mental, and  service),  1 athletic 
representative,  1 forensics  and 
debate  representative,  1 Student 
Program  Bureau  representative, 
1 Honor  Council  representative 
and  the  Elections  Committee 
chairman.  The  Student  Coordina- 
tor is  also  considered  a member 
of  the  group. 

Pep  Auditions 

In  other  business  the  group 
approved  a motion  by  John 
Ward,  second  vice  president-elect, 
to  allow  prospective  cheerleaders 
to  be  auditoned  and  interviewed 
by  a committee  selected  by  the 
Pep  Committee  instead  of  by  a 
Legislative  Council  group.  This 
committee  would  pick  several 
“promising”  cheerleaders,  who 
would  then  be  chosen  by  the  stu- 
dentbody in  an  assembly,  Ward 
said. 

Dick  Oveson,  Inter-Organiza- 
tional Council  president,  present- 
ed his  plan  for  a new  student- 
body  court  system. 

This  measure  is  expected  to  be 
approved  and  submitted  to  a stu- 
dentbody vote  before  the  end  of 
the  quarter.

Answers  Promised 
To  Six  Questions 
Asked  of  Russians 

At  precisely  8:34  a.m.  Wednes- 
day, Peter  Lysenko,  Brigham 
Young  University  student  from 
Islam-Terek,  Russia,  fired  the 
shout  heard  ’round  the  world. 

Amid  the  whirring  of  a tape 
recorder,  the  whispering  of  on- 
lookers, and  the  buzzing  of  radio 
static,  Lysenko  was  speaking 
Russian  in  loud,  measured  tones 
to  a man  in  the  Kremlin  who  an- 
nounced himself  as  Russian  Pre- 
mier Nikolai  Bulganin’s  private 
secretary. 

Lysenko  had  asked  to  speak 
with  Bulganin,  but  his  secretary 
asserted  that  the  premier  was 
not  present,  so  the  BYU  student 
dictated  six  questions  to  the  sec- 
retary, for  relay  to  Bulganin. 
Bulganin’s  secretary  assured  Ly- 
senko that  he  would  give  the 
questions  to  the  Premier,  and  in- 
dicated that  they  might  be 
answered. 

Immediately  following  the  call 
to  Moscow,  the  students  tele- 
phoned the  White  House  in  an  at- 
tempt to  pose  the  same  questions 
to  President  Eisenhower.  How- 
ever, the  president  could  not  be 
reached.  On  the  suggestion  of  an 
assistant  to  Press  Secretary 
James  Hagerty,  a telegram  was 
sent  to  an  assistant  secretary  of 
state  requesting  comment  on  the 
questions.

Y-Day  Treatments 
Keep  Doctor  Busy 

It  seems  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity’s recently  completed  Y 
Day  has  kept  more  than  the  stu- 
dentbody busy. 

Dr.  Williams  and  the  staff  of 
the  Student  Health  Service  have 
been  busy  treating  25  lime  burns, 
41  sun  burns,  and  35  bruises, 
sprains,  blisters  and  strains 
since  May  4.  This  includes  four 
serious  eye  burns  which  could 
result  in  loss  of  vision,  Dr.  Wil- 
liams said. 

This  is  ten  times  the  usual 
number  of  Y Day  treatments, 
stated  Dr.  Williams. 

Neglect,  lime  thrown  at  one 
another,  and  over-exposure  to  the 
sun,  were  the  main  reasons  for 
the  unusually  high  number  of 
burns  and  bruises  this  year,  said 
Dr.  Williams.

NOTHING 

In  last  Thursday’s  issue  of  this  newspaper  an 
editorial  appeared  which  was  entitled.  “How  About 
A Change.”  It  concerned  the  consideration  by  a 
Legislative  Council  committee  headed  by  Jack 
Wenger  to  study  a reorganization  of  that  body. 

The  editorial  suggested  that  since  all  repre- 
sentatives in  legislative  council  are  empowered  to 
enact  or  repeal  legislation  which  affects  the  entire 
studentbody,  that  it  is  tyrannical  to  enable  persons 
who  are  not  responsible  to  the  entire  studentbody 
or  to  an  entire  class  to  assume  that  power. 

Yesterday  the  legislative  council  (now  called  the 
Senate)  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Associated 
Students,  Brigham  Young -University,  Constitution, 
which  if  favorably  voted  upon  by  the  studentbody, 
would  effect  a change  in  reorganization  of  the 
Senate. 

Major  changes  in  the  proposal  were  that  the 
Executive  Council  would  be  represented  in  the 
Senate  by  only  *one  member,  and  that'  a chairman 
and  secretary  of  the  Senate  would  be  elected  by 
that  body.  The  policy  of  having  representatives  in 
the  Senate  who  are  not  elected  from  the  classes  or 
the  entire  studentbody  was  altered  only  in  the  num- 
ber of  such  representatives. 

Arguments  for  retaining  ex-officio  representa- 
tives and  representatives  from  groups  seem  to 
arise  from  persons  who  do  not  believe  that  the 
classes  are  capable  of  electing  thinking,  responsible 
representatives  or  that  such  persons  will  run  for 
elections. 

If  such  persons  are  necessary  in  the  Senate  (as 
the  vast  majority  of  senators  seem  to  think),  then 
they  should  only  be  allowed  limited  membership. 


VENTURED 

The  definition  of  “limited  membership”  would  be 
that  they  could  initiate  legislation  but  could  not 
vote  on  statutes  or  constitutional  amendment  pro- 
posals. 

In  this  manner  those  representatives  could  de- 
bate measures  which  are  pertinent  to  their  con- 
stituents’ interests,  and  would  thus  perform  the 
function  of  effective  “lobbyists.” 

Politics  at  this  University  is  unrealistic.  Candi- 
dates should  express  themselves  on  controversial 
issues  • and  represent  those  issued  in  the  Senate. 
Unfortunately,  candidates  for  offices  in  student 
government  are  probably  elected  primarily  because 
of  their  “experience”  in  student  government.  Since 
this  “experience”  usually  consists  of  holding  office 
in  such  a weak  setup  as  our  present  Senate,  such 
qualifications  should  probably  be  disregarded. 

If  Senate  elections  were  held  every  quarter,  the 
senators  would  be  more  responsible  to  the  student- 
body.  The  assemblies  committee  might  be  prevailed 
upon  to  allow  the  candidates  to  debate  issues  dur- 
ing one  assembly  per  quarter.  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity students  are  interested  in  student  govern- 
ment. This  was  graphically  illustrated  in  the  recent 
studentbody  elections  when  80  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dentbody voted. 

The  Senate  will  not  be  effectively  reorganized 
until  senators  are  made  responsible,  both  to  the 
Senate  and  to  the  studentbody.  Student  government 
at  this  University  is  a veritable  oligarchy.  This 
situation  will  probably  never  be  changed  until  the 
studentbody  divests  nonresponsible  senators  of 
their  power,  and  makes  the  Senate  responsible 
by  exerting  pressure  on  elected  officers.

Things  are  Better  . . . 

Thoughtlessness  on  Campus

As  an  introduction  to  the  sub- 
ject of  this  article  I would  like 
to  quote  a paragraph  that  ap- 
peared in  last  Thursday’s  Brig- 
ham Young  Universe.  The  article 
from  which  it  is  taken  is  a report 
of  the  findings  of  Dr.  Wilford 
Smith  of  the  Sociology  Depart- 
ment in  his  comparative  study  of 
the  habits  of  Mormon  and  non- 
Mormon  students  at  several 
schools.  I quote: 

“According  to  Dr.  Smith;  smok- 
ing and  drinking  tea,  coffee,  or 
intoxicating  liquor  is  a para- 
mount difference  between  Mor- 
mon students  and  non-Mormon 
students.  But,  Dr.  Smith  said, 
when  stealing,  cheating,  or  “re- 
neging” one’s  word  was  concern- 
ed, “no  difference”  was  evident.” 

I firmly  believe  that  most  of 
these  acts  are  committed  not  on 
a basis  of  dishonesty,  but  rather 
one  of  thoughtlessness.  For  ex- 
ample, in  order  to  complete  a re- 
port did  you  ever  “borrow”  a 
book  from  the  library  reference 
room?  You  may  have  every  in- 
tention of  returning  it,  but  even 
“borrowed”  books  sometimes  get 
lost.  Each  year  several  sets  of 
books  are  made  worthless  be- 
cause one  or  two  volumes  have 
disappeared.  Such  acts  cost  the 
library  several  hundred  dollars 
annually.  These  books  can  be 
checked  out  overnight. 

Every  day  about  20  apples  are 
stolen  from  the  stand  in  the

bookstore.  Small  articles  or  mon- 
ey disappear  from  the  dorms. 
Last  year  1 out  of  every  3 pens 
left  on  open  display  in  the  book- 
store were  never  paid  for.  It 
seems  that  restrictions  are  sbme- 
times  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  majority.  Do  we  even 
deserve  to  be  trusted  as  much  as 
we  are? 

Do  people  ever  realize  how 
much  chance  they  are  taking 
when  they  steal  a trinket  worth 
only  50  cents.  If  they  are  caught, 
in  this  petty  shoplifting  (and 
they  frequently  are)  a police 
record'  is  acquired  which  will  fol- 
low them  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  It  must  be  declared  on  al- 
most every  employment  applica- 
tion blank  they  ever  fill  out.  This 
simple  act  may  result  in  the  loss 
of  a $20,000  a year  job.  Is  the 
gamble  worth  it? 

Three  years  have  elapsed  since 
Dr.  Smith  completed  his  study 
quoted  above.  Since  that  time  we 
have  probably  cut  academic 
cheating  by  50  per  cent.  Little  or 
no  improvement  has  been  detect- 
ed in  the  amount  of  stealing. 

How  can  each  of  us  help  to  im- 
prove this  condition?  First,  let’s 
report  to  the  proper  place  any 
observed  violation.  Second,  don’t 
leave  books  or  other  valuables 
laying  around  that  may  tempt 
■ persons  of  weak  moral  fiber. 
Most  important  of  all,  let  us  each 
be  critical  of  our  own  actions 
and  keep  ourselves  from  error. 


president.  Because  the  report  must  be 
presented  to  the  administration  before 
any  further  action  can  be  taken,  Jack 
Zenger  moved  that  the  report  be 
drawn  up  after  talking  to  President 
Wilkinson,  and  that  a receptionist  or 
studentbody-  secretary  be  put  in 
charge  of  having  people  come  in  and 
sign  it  as  being  approved.

B.  CHEERLEADER  COMMITTEE 

John  Ward  called  a question  of  priv-  - 
ilege  to  present  a motion  reading: 
that  the  Legislative  Council  approve 
a committee  of  seven  chosen  by  the 
new  Pep  Activities  Committee  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  those  who  try 
out  for  yell  or  song  leader  to  a num- 
ber to  be  voted  on  in  a studentbody 
assembly.  The  number  will  then  be 
reduced  to  a desired  amount  by  a 
decision  of  the  new  Pep  Committee. 
The  same  committee  will  choose  the 
head  yell  leader  from  those  chosen. 
Rex  Pinegar  seconded  the  motion  and 
this  body  passed  on  it. 

C.  REORGANIZATION 

Jack  Zenger  made  a report  on  the 
findings  of  his  committee.  The  rec- 
ommendations and  decisions  which 
are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  executive  council  not  be 
included  in  the  Legislative  Council. 
It  was  suggested  that  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Council  should 
be  a member  of  the  body  but  not 
act  as  chairman.  Gordon  Conger 
moved  that  we  eliminate  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  from  the  Legis- 
lative Council  and  stipulate  that 
the  representative  from  the  Ex- 
ecutive to  the  Legislative  Council 
be  the  studentbody  president.

The  four  frame  residences  lo- 
cated in  that  area  have  either 
been  moved  or  are  being  moved 
to  new  locations.  The  old  farm 
buildings  in  the  area  are  being 
razed. 

Two  of  the  new  apartment-type 
dorms  are  expected  to  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  September,  and 
two  more  are  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion in  December.  The  four  re- 
maining halls  are  expected  to  be 
ready  for  the  start  of  the  1956 
school  year. 

The  original  16-building  project 
of  Heritage  Halls,  now  in  its 
second  year  of  full  operation, 
came  to  about  $3,000,000.  The 
eight  new  halls  will  house  72 
women  each,  compared  to  60  in 
the  existing  Heritage  Halls. 
When  the  new  units  are  complet- 
ed there  will  be  24  buildings  in 
the  north-eastern  area  of  the  cam- 
pus, valued  at  almost  five  million 
dollars.

Brigham  Cindermen  Trounce  Utes 
In  93-38  Rout;  Sweep  Five  Events

With  the  weather  cooperating 
until  the  final  lap  of  the  final 
event,  Brigham  Young  ^Univer- 
sity’s/track  team  copped  its  sec- 
ond dual  meet  win  of  the  West- 
ern Division  season  here  Satur- 
day by  completely  outclassing 
the  University  of  Utah  Redskins 
93-38. 

Although  several  records  were 
neared,  none  were  broken,  as  the 
rampaging  Cougars  ran  rough- 
shod’ over  Utah’s  fine  spike  ag- 
gregation. 

BYU  pole  vault  specialist  Louis 
Chatterly  provided  one  of  the 
day’s  biggest  thrills  when  he 
cleared  the  bar  as  it  was  set  at 
14  feet.  However,  when  the  height 
was  measured  it  was  foiuid  to  be 
13  feet  11  niches  (1*4  inch  off  the 
conference  record) . 

Marv  Roberson,  Y shot  putter, 
heaved  the  iron  ball  out  49’71/4” 
to  nearly  equal  the  meet  mark 
of  50T”.  Charles  “Pinky”  Hig- 
gins tossed  the  javelin  216’914” 


and  was  well  within  reach  of  the 
record.  Also  nearing  a record  was 
long  striding  Atlyn  Finlinson  in 
the  880.  “Fin”  toured  the  half- 
mile  in  1:56.3. 

The  Gats  swept  both  dashes, 
the  880,  broad  jump,  javelin,  and 
the  mile  relay  from  the  Utes  and 
won  all  but  three  events. 

One  of  the  closest  duels  of  the 
day  was  registered  in  the  high 
jump  when  Fred  Pratley  and  Cal 
Clark,  both  of  Utah,  tied  at  6’6” 
for  first,  and  Doug  Spainhower 
of  the  Cougars  who  cleared  6’5” 
for  third  spot. 

Harry  Anderson  was  a double 
winner  in  the  sprints  and  Tom 
Burr  won  the  high  hurdles  and 
tied  with  fellow  timber  topper 
Willard  Hirschi  for  honors  in  the 
lows.

Mitropoulos  is  of  Greek  birth. 
He  abandoned  the  idea  of  becom- 
ing a monk  when  he  was  young 
because  the  Greek  Church  for- 
bids the  use  of  musical  instru- 
ments in  its  ritual. 

After  years  of  study  and  work 
with  smaller  orchestras  and  sym- 
phonies, Mitropoulos  became  con- 
ductor of  the /New  York  Philhar- 
monic Symphony  Orchestra  in 
1950. 

A musical  pioneer,  Mitropoulos 
introduced  the  Philharmonic  to 
Broadway  in  the  fall  of  1950, 
where  a highly  successful  two- 
week  engagement  at  the  Roxy 
Theatre  proved  his  theory  that 
“it’s  the  music  that  counts — the 
time  or  place  doesn’t  matter.” 

In  addition  to  his  permanent 
post  as  musical  director  of 
America’s  oldest  orchestra  Mi- 
tropoulos fills  a limited  number 
of  guest  engagements  with  other 
American  orchestras  every  year 
when  his  schedule  permits,  is 
active  in  the  musical  capitals  of 
Europe.
